WHY CHILDREN 
TALK TO THEMSELVES 


It's called self-talk or private speech: that 
chit-chat we overhear when children are 
lying in their cribs at nap time, staging a 
plastic pirate attack, playing with dolls all 
alone, or trying to solve a thorny puzzle or 
a math challenge. Is such talk normal? 

Absolutely, says Laura Berk, а professor 
of psychology at Illinois State University. 
Beck has long studied 
the phenomenon. "It's 
an essential part of cog- 
nitive development, a 
sign that children are 
challenging themselves 
as they sort out a com- 
plicated universe." 

A benefit of private 
speech is that children 
learn to use their 
thoughts and ideas to 
guide their behavior. It 
helps children to put 
some breaks on their 
natural impulsiveness 
and digest their experiences. 

Self-talk also allows children to experi- 
ment and practice with language. They 
begin mastering social skills, especially 
when play-acting. 

When children are faced with a new task 
or an intellectual challenge, they will typi- 
cally say out loud that which they find to be 
most puzzling. As competence and confi- 
dence builds, self-talk turns into inaudible 
muttering. When children eventually suc- 


ceed at the task, self-talk turns silent. 

Sometimes parents and teachers discour- 
age private speech when a child enters 
school, usually out of concern that the 
sound disturbs others. But Berk encour- 
ages adults to be tolerant of a child's self- 
talk, since research has found it is a neces- 
sary tool in developing important skills. 

Parents often wonder if they should step 
into the conversations they are overhear- 
ing. Berk encourages them to sit down with 
the child and participate. But she warns 
parents not to take 
over the action or the 
problem solving, but 
to work right along 
with the child. 

As children grow 
older, private speech 
declines. Some chil- 
dren with learning 
disabilities use private 
speech over a longer 
period of time: that 
can be a sign of their 
needing more support, 
says Berk. 

Some kids rarely 
talk to themselves. Berk says. "There's lots 
of individual variability, and we don't yet 
understand exactly why." 

But it is hard to find a child who never 
uses private speech. Even hearing-impaired 
children sign to themselves. 

"Private speech is a universal aspect of 
development," Berk says, "basic to the 
human psyche." What about parents who 
sometimes talk to themselves? “Not to 
worry," Berk laughs. "It's probably stress."

Springsteen's early 
records sold moderately well 
as he built a devoted follow- 
ing with his extremely well- 
staged live shows. Critic Jon 
Landau, who would later 
become his manager, wrote 
in 1974: “| saw rock and roll’s 
future and its name is Bruce 
Springsteen? 

Born To Run (1975) was 
Springsteen’s first hit single, 
topping out at 423. Because 
of contractual disputes, he - 
was barred from recording 
for three years, but he con- 
tinued performing and wrote 
hits for other artists such as 
Manfred Mann (“Blinded By 
the Light" went #1 in 1977). 

The stark vision of 
Darkness On The Edge Of 
Town arrived in 1978,

double album The River. 
The stripped-down 
Nebraska came in 1982, 
preceding Springsteen's 
messages to the masses in 
1984's Born In The U.S.A. 
At the height of mass 
acclaim, and after working 
steadily with the E Street 
Band for years, Springsteen 
called it quits for recording 
with them in 1984. Drummer 
Max Weinberg, now the hard 
working musical director of 
Late Night with Conan 
O'Brien, says, “When the 
band broke up, one of the 
things that struck me first 
was that | wouldn't get to 
play this music anymore. The 
possibility of never playing 
these songs again was 
extraordinarily depressing.” 
Occasional performances 
with the band followed as 
Springsteen pursued solo 
projects, appeared at benefit 
concerts, and created such 
unforgettable songs as 
Streets of Philadelphia, 
which earned four Grammys 
and an Academy Award. 
Philadelphias director, 
Jonathan Demme, was 
chosen to direct the music 
video for the live recording 
of 1995’s Murder Incorpo- 
rated, which is a powerful 
highlight of Blood Brothers. 


Demme was so moved by 
the private Manhattan club 
date that he recalls, “It 
started out great and it got 
better and better...an unfor- 
gettable life experience” 

Springsteen’s manager 
Jon Landau puts it this way: 
“Bruce had always had an 
idea that whenever we did 
do a Greatest Hits album, it 
would be a nice time to sort 
of sum things up. That might 
be a good time to reassem- 
ble the band.” 

After such a long hiatus, 
tensions ran high before the 
first downbeat. Producer 
Chuck Plotkin says, “How’s 
everybody gonna feel play- 
ing together? It's been years 
since we've done this. It 
could be amazing—or it 
could be a catastrophe.” 

The completed composi- 
tion of a Springsteen song 
belies the intricacy and per- 
sonal dynamics in the studio. 
To gain insights into the real 
scenario, we follow the 
course of the songs as they 
evolve and eventually crys- 
tallize. Blood Brothers may 
be the truest exploration of 
the modern recording 
process ever documented.
